The rejections of claims 1-3 and 5-1 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
are withdrawn based on applicants' amendment which cancelled claims 2 and 3 and amended the 
independent claim to recite the cell type used for the assay (17 April 2009).
